On December 11, 1963, Lieutenant "^^f ««^il^„^"^„^:i^'Sey * 
F. I. Cornwall interviewed Kr. David Hu-hes of 2948 Bmkley,

by the Dallas Tines Herald. 

Mr. Hughes stated that he was at home on November 24, 1963, when 
Lee Ha^ey Osvald vias shot by Jack Ruby; thr.t he was jxewxng^^^^^ 
television and saw the shooting on television; -liao 
dre'ed and reported to the ^i-^Herald City Desk for assig- 
ment. He was subsequently assigned to the City HaU and arnvea 
there at approximately 12:15 P-^i. 

Kr. Hughes stated that he was instructed to interview both 
policrofficers and other persons to get their reactions to 
the shooting of Oswald. 

Mr. Hughes stated that he interviewed Sergeant P. T. Dean 
and Patroljnan R. E. Vaughn shortly after arriving at the 
City Hall. Mr. Hughes stated that Sergeant Dean vas
